THE IRON STRIKERS. 


The Now York Times says that "Mrs. 


E. D. E. N. South worth, regards as tho 
happiest portion of her life tho time she 
spent, soon after her marriage, in a lone- 
ly log-cabin in the forest-wilds of Wis- 
consin, where wolves often howled about 
the door." This was between ISJtl and 
1S15, when she lived in Grant' county in 
this State, aud not far from Plattovillo. 1C 
Mrs. Southworth is to be believed, she 
has a queer idea of life. 
Then she lived 


iu poverty and m the woods, unknown 
and alone, and now she enjoys fame, a 
oompetoncy|and a home surrounded by all 
the things of beauty that wealth can buy. 
She is evidently trying to get young 
married people to take to the woods if 
they want happiness. 


Mr. Robesou, who is in Congress from 


Now Jersey, has recently proved himself 
a giant in debate. Blaino's speech on 
Tarbox, which laid the latter on Iho shelf 
forever, was hardly a greater achieve- 
ment than Robeson's allusions to Wbit- 
thorue, o£ Tennessee.

The State Board of Control has dis- 


posed of tho prison labor for tho next five 
years to M. D. Wells & Co., of Chicago, 
who for many years have been engaged 
in tho manufacture of boots and shoes. 
Five years ago the convict labor .was let 
to Wells & Co. for 10 cents per man per 
day. Tho system of letting the convict 
labor has proved quite beneficial to the 
State. Before this plan was adopted, the 
annual deficiency of the State prison was 
from $25.000 to §30,000, while under tho 
letting system the deficiency has not 
been more than half that amount 
The 


Stale Board of Control wanted to make 
the deficiency still less, and therefore 
wanted more than 40 cents a day for 
each man. When the bids were put in 
for the convict labor, the bid of Wells 
Co., was 17 a day for each man, being 
tho highest. The Board, however, rejec 
ted tho bid as too law, but aCtor u confer

compromise 


was made at ~>0 cents, aud a contract en- 
tered into for fivo years. Those rates are 
quite favorably to M. D. Wells fc Co., 
and they could well all'ml to pay 50 
cents a day rather than lose tho convict 
labor. 
In Michigan and Illinois tho 


price of this labor is from 70 to 80 cents 
per man, but on account of the bad loca- 
tion of the State prison in Wisconsin, a 
much les« rate had to be taken. 


DRUNKENNESS NO EXCUSETOB CHIME. 


It has recently been held by tho Court 


of Appeals ot New York, that drunken- 
ness is no excuse for crime. A man was 
charged with murder and in defense the 
counsel claimed that his client was the 
victim of an appetite for drink which 
amounted to a disease that destroyed bis 
will power to the extent of rendering 
him legally irresponsible. The court iu 
which the case was first tried, found 
the man guilty, aud an appeal was taken 
to the Court ot Appeals. 
In tho court 


below the judge refused to charge the 
jury that tho accused was not responsible 
because tho murder was committed while 
tho murderer was in a state o£ intoxica- 
tion, and for this reason a new trial wao 
asked for. But the Court of Appeals re- 
fused to grant u now trial as otherwise 
drunkenness would be recognized aa an 
excuse for the committing of a crime. It

mental derangement caused by drink can 
exempt a person accused of murder from 
criminal responsibility. It was tho opin- 
ion of the court that if a man voluntarily 
gets drunk, and while drunk commits a 
crime, he must be held responsible for 
his acts. Iho Now York Herald -vigor- 
ously sustains this view of the case, al- 
though the position so strongly taken by 
the Court of Appeals is not a new one. 


The Supreme Court o£ Wisconsin has 


never been called to pass upon this iden- 
tical question, but last year it rendered 
a decision iu regard 
to 
negligence 


in a drunken man. The case was taken 
from tho Waupaca circuit to the Su- 
preme Court. The plaintiff, as adminis- 
tratrix, sued to recover damages for tho 
injuries to her husband, which resulted 
in bis death, the deceased having been 
thrown out of a wagon while iu a stato of 
intoxication. The plaintiff attributed the 
ause of the accident to a defect in the 
lighway, and had a verdict. The court de- 
nied a new trial and an appeal was taken 
o the Supreme Court. 
The court re- 


versed the judgment of the Circuit Court 
and granted a now trial on the ground 
,hat—"In an action for injuries from 
negligence, if the person injured was, at 
tho time of the injury, intoxicated in any 
degree, that fact is proper to be consid- 
ered by the jury in determining the ques- 
tion of contributory negligence; and a 
judgment for tho plaintiff is reversed for 
an instruction to tho jury to the effect 
that 'the fact of intoxication alone' would 
'not prove contributory negligence,' un- 
less the proof showed suuh a degree ol 
intoxication tkat 'imbecility would begin 
to affect' tho intoxicated person—such in- 
struction being regarded as liable to mis- 
lead the jury." 


MILWAUKEE, July 7.—An officer of the 


North Chicago Boiling Mill Company 
informed tho Inter Ocean correspondent 
to-day that the strike which closes this 
week has put his company behind to the 
amount of 4,500 tons of vails and 4,000 
tons of bar iron. This can easily be made 
up, the official explained, if nothing fur- 
ther occurs to delay work. 


Tho Inter Ocean was'tho only paper 


west of Philadelphia which gave iu full 
the basis ot settlement agreed upou by 
the strikers and tho mill-owners. 
Early 


this morning the Pittsburg manufac- 
turers telegraphed to the North Chicago 
Company 'here asking for the figures 
agreed npou. Tho officers of the com- 
pany refused to give them, telegraphing 
in reply that tho terms were positively 
private. 
The officers were, o£ course, 


surprised later iu the day to find the 
terms in full in the Inter Ocean. 


A SOTS TEKUI1JLE CRIME.! 


Si. Louis, July 7,— Milton Smith, liv- 


ing on tho Big Bend road, ueai-Kirkwood, 
a suburb ot this city, was shot and killed 
to-day by his son, Guy Smith, a wild lad 
of 13. His father whipped him about 
three weeks ago, aud the boy openly 
boasted that ho would be revenged. 
When asked what he would do, he said, 
"I'll kill him. I'll Lavo his life." No at- 
tention was paid to this. 


This morning Mrs. Eads and Mr. Smith 


and tho boy's grandfather and father had 
their breakfast first, and went out on the 
place. When Guy came iu nothing suit- 
ed him, and when ho tired of abuse, bo 
began to smash tho china and throw 
things around generally. His grandma,' 
Mrs. Eads, a very old lady, went out and 
called his father to quiet him. When-he 
came to the breakfast room he seized the 
boy and gave him ti good thrashing. The 
father left the boy in the room and walk- 
ed out to the door. Guy remained .a 
minute, but presently came out of his 
grandfather's room with a shot-gun iu his 
hands. His father was still standing ;iu 
tbo doorway. The boy eame n.p close to 
his side, put the gnu to his shoulder and 
fired. Tho shot took effect in the right 
side, just below tho nipple, aud passed 
clear through the body, coming out un- 
der the heart on tho left side. The gun 
had been heavily loaded, aud contained a 
handful of large shot. The effect was al- 
most instantaneous. Mr. Smith sank to 
the ground, called out, "I am killed! 
Send for tho doctor!" and never spoke 
again. The boy dropped the gun and ran 
but was seized by members, of the family 
and held until officers of tho law arrived. 
The Eads were among the oldest resi- 
dents of tho neighborhood, having 
there uealy forty years.

or chemise, survives in two forms, tho 
alb, so called from its being white, and 
tho dalmatic, so called f i o i n "Dalmatia, 
from whence thisuhapc of it was derived 
—just ns certain givut;couts, to quote 
the Dean's illustration, are now called 
ulsters. This shirt, after tho invasion 
of the Northern barbarians, used to be 
drawn over tho fur coat, sheep akin or 
otter skin, tho pelisse of the Northern 
nations, and hence, in the twelfth cen- 
tury, arose tho barbarous name of su- 
perpvlUcium, or surplice, flie "over- 
fur." The present Hector of St. George's- 
in-tho-East, tho Eev. Harry Jones, told 
an amusing story of the Dean which 
illustrates this point. 
Ho carno to 


preach nt St. George's one very cold 
day, wrapped in a fur coal-, and Mr. 
Jones advised him to keep it on during 
tho service. " Yes," said tho Dean, "I 
think I had better do so, and then my 
surplice will be a true nuperpeliiGium." 
Another form of the same dress survives 
in the Bishop's rochet, which is tho little 
rock or coat worn by the mediceval 
Bishops out of doors when they wont out 
hunting. Similarly tho pall of an Arch- 
bishop is the relic of tho Komaa toga, 
or pallium. It is not so certain as the 
Dean supposes that cassock is derived 
from Caracalla, " a long overall, which 
Antonius 
Bassianus 
brought 
from 


France, nnd whence derived his name," 
for it has also been traced to has, skin or 
hide. But there can be no doubt that 
chasuble comes from casuln, "a slang 
name used by the Italian laborers for 
the capote," which they called "their 
little house," as "tile" is, or was a 
short time ago, used for "hat," and ns 
coat is the same word ns "cote" or 
"cottage;" nor that "cope" is another 
form of overcoat—a sort of waterproof; 
or that the miter was an ordinary head- 
dress worn by women, and still, accord- 
ing to the Donu, to be seen in tho mu- 
seums of Kussia as the cap or turban 
worn on festive occasions in ancient 
days by Princes and nobles, and even to 
this _day by tho peasant woman. The 
division into two points is, ho sayn, 
"only tho mark of the crease, which is 
the consequence of its having beo.n, like 
an opera hat, folded and carried under 
the arm." The stole, lastly, was a sim- 
ple handkerchief for common uses. On 
State occasions such handkerchiefs ifero 
used as ribbons,, streamers or scurfs, and 
•were hence adopted by the deacons, who 
had little else to distinguish them. The 
Dean mentions a curious modern illus- 
tration of the • way in which tho use ol 
snob a slight symbol may arise. 
When 


Sir James Brooke first returned from 
Borneo, where tho only sign of royalty 
was to hold a kerchief in tho hand, he 
retained the practice in England. 
The 


process by which these simple garments 
passed into official use is easily traced. 
First, tho early Christian clergy and 
laity alike, when they came to their 
public assemblies, took eare that theii 
clothes, though the same as they usually 
wore, should be especially neat and 
clean. Next, it was natural that the 
colors and forms chosen should bo of a 
grave and sober tint. Lastly came the 
process, which may be easily followed 
in English society during the" last :two 
centuries, of common fashions becoming 
fixed in certain classes at particular 
moments, and of what was once common 
to all becoming peculiar to a foiv.— 
The Quarterly Hc,vlc.w.

A tost Alligator Itccoyered. 


About eighteen months ago the Zoo- 


logical Garden loaned to the Exposition 
a young alligator two feet long to adorn 
the cascade in Horticultural Hall and 
give tin appearance of wildness to the 
artificial sct'iie by tho presence of animal 
lifu of n repulsive kind. The alligator 
behaved yt'i'y well for sometime, and 
satiated his appetite with bugs, flies and 
mosquitoes. But one night he disap- 
peared, and ha was mourned for lost or 
stolen, 
although the 
Commissioners 


thought that there was no man in Cin- 
cinnati mean enough to carry away an 
alligator. In a few months the absence 
of the loathsome creature was forgotten, 
and it was believed that ho wandered off 
Hnd died. 


Recently it became necessary to hire 


the services of a gas fitter at Music Hall 
and Mr. Tom Wise sent for Mr. P. J. 
Hogan to connect the street gas with tho 
Music Hall Building. It will be remem- 
bered that tho Elm-street 'front of Horti- 
cultaral Hall is about throe feet above 
the level of tho part used for the cas- 
cade and exhibit of plants. Into this 
raised portion Mr. Hogan went boldly 
with a wrench and lantern, but he had 
scarcely disappeared from view when a 
most unearthly yell was heard, and the 
poor plumber, without lantern, hat or 
tool's, rushed out towhere the astonished 
Wise and his assistants stood.

He stayed long 


enough, however, to find out that tho 
I'iptilo was an alligator, and at a rapid 
glance seemed to measure four feet in 
length. Here, then, was the alligator 
which was supposed to be lost, and 
Hogan had found him. It had probably 
crawled into this retreat and had hiber- 
nated m tho moist, marshy ground. Tho 
food which Mr. Alligator had indulged 
in probably consisted of rats and small 
bugs and insects. At nny rate, ho was 
still alive and increased his length dur- 
ing his mysterious absence about two 
feet.

The other rooms are 
equally beautiful—the dining-room with 
chnirs and table of mrirqneterie and 
sideboards of same, gleaming with sil- 
ver, lighted by a superb cr.rvud brass 
chandelier; the countess' own room hung 
with India shawls and furnished with 
elaborately curved oak, and Japanese 
toilet article.-!; the room of a favorite 
daughter finished with rosewood and 
gold satin, with amberglnss toilet arti- 
cles; the boudoir hung wilh tapestry 
framed in pink and gold, with .Louis 
Quinze chairs and consoles; every corner 
of the department displaying artistic 
treasures—all these are more beautiful 
than words can tell.
